MINORITY REPORT.

Mr. President: 


The Judiciary Committee, to whom was referred C. F. No. 
1, A Bill for An Act to punish polygamy and other kindred 
offenses, have reported the same back and recommended its 
passage. I do got concur with the majority of the committee, 
and therefore respectfully ask to submit a minority report, in 
which my reasons for not concurring are stated. 

The sovereign power of the Territory is in the Congress 
of the United States. The Legislative Assembly is simply an 


-agent of the former body, possessing only such powers as Con- 


gress has seen proper to delegate, the powers so delegated may 
at any time be increased, diminished or entirely taken away. 


„| 
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This may be done by Congress either in expressed terms or by 
implication. By the well settled rules of the law of agency, 
performance by the principal before the agent has acted, is a 
revocation of the agent’s authority, and thereafter any act of 
_the agent, covered by the previous performance of the princi- 
pal would be nugatory and void. 

The passage of the acts of Congress which défine and 
punish the crimes mentioned in the bill was a revocation of the 

authority of the Legislative Assembly to ‘pass similar acts. 
| This bill should not pass because it would render persons 
accused of its violation, liable to double indictments by the 
same grand jury, double trials by the same prosecuting officers, 
and double punishment for the same acts in the same court. It 
would impose the burden of giving double bail. 

‘Independent of constitutional prohibitions, double prose- 
cutions and double punishment in the same jurisdiction are 
prohibited by common consent in every civilized government 
on the face of the earth. 

Certainly Congress has not delegated to the Assembly, 
power, directly or indirectly, to interfere with the Government 
of the United States in executing its own laws; therefore con- 
victions by the Territory would not bar prosecutions by the 
government, and if that were even so, as is claimed by some, 
then the pardoning power of the President would be interfered 
with. The Constitution vests the President with power *‘to 
grant reprieves and pardong for offenses against the United 
States, except in cases of irnpeachment.” The Governor is in- 
vested by the Organic Act with power to pardon offenses against 
the Territory, and reprieves for offenses against the United 
States until the decision of -the President can be known thereon. 
Now, if, a conviction by the Territory is a bar to prosecution: 
by the government, then a pardon by the Governor of one ac- 
cused of violating this act can likewise be plead in bar toa 
prosecution by the United States. 

Can it be reasonably claimed that Congress ever conferred 
. upon the Legislative Assembly the power to pass a law which 
would interfere with the President in the exercise of the par- 
doning power placed in his hands by the Constitution, and 
place it in the power of the Governor by pardon to relieve 
violators of the laws of Congress, from punishment? 

Congress itself could not do this. The President alone 
has the power to say who shall be released from the penalty of 
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offenses against the United States, and fix the conditions and 


terms upon which pardons shall be granted. 


There was a period of time within which hsd a bill similar 
to this been passed in good faith by the Legislative Assembly, 
untold benefits would have resulted, untold evils and heart- 
burnings would have been averted. Its passage now cannot 
result in any good, but will open the way to confusion and 
wrong. ; 

I am unalterably opposed to this bill. 

At the twenty-eighth session of the Legislature a similar 
bill to this was introduced. 

The Judiciary Committee of the House reported unfavor- 
ably and recommended in lieu thereof H. R. No. 6, which 


‘afterwards passed both Houses. The reasons urged in said re- 


port and resolution against the passage of that bill are so cogent 
and well put, I hereunto append the same as a part of my re- 
port.

Hon. W. W. Riter, Speaker of the House of Representatives: 


Sir—The Committee on Judiciary, to whom was referred 
H. F. No. 4, a bill for the punishment of polygamy and other 
offenses, have duly considered the same, and after mature de- 
liberation, recommend that it be rejected. In'view of the ex- 
treme importance of the questions involved in the bill the ma- 


jority of the committee respectfully submit their reasons for. 


the conclusions to which they have arrived. ~~ 

A portion of the committee are in favor of the bill with 
certain amendments. Another portion are in favor of it as 
presented to the House—that is in its present form. The ma- 
jority, however, as we believe with greater reason, contend that 
the principle of the bill is not a rightful subject of legislation ; 
that Congress has legislated fully and in detail upon the ques- 
tions involved, at least as far as prohibition and punishment is 
concerned; that through and by Congress the people of the 
United States have expressed their, will and their judgment as 
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to the kind and extent z -the punishment for the acts consti- 
tuting the offenses named in the hill, and that any attempt 
upon the part of the Territory of Utah to add to, take from or 
duplicate such Congressional legislation emphatic and plenary 
as it is upon this question, would not only be superogatory and 
void, but highly presumptuous, in that it would indirectly dis- 
pute the absolute supremacy of the Constitution, laws and gov- ` 
ernment of the United States. 

We, the majority of the committee, contend that it is a 
proposition well settled, if judicial decisions can settle any 
question: That there is no sovereignty in the Territorial gov- 
ernments established by Congress, and that said governments 
are mere agents of the national government created purely for 
political and governmental purposes, and have no political 
power or authority except what is derived mediately or imme- 
diately from the Federal government; that Congress having 
legislated upon the subjects named in the bill to the extent of 
prohibiting and providing punishment for the offenses named 
therein cannot even itself duplicate its own legislation so as to 
punish the citizen twice for the same offense; that if Congress 
cannot do so directly it cannot indirectly; if it cannot do so 
itself it cannot by an agent. This is a fundamental maxim — 
‘pervading human laws and governments in every land where 
civilization is the boast of its people. fee 

In view of these propogitions and.principles, which we 
believe to be incontrovertible, we respectfully submit that if 
the citizen cannot lawfully be punished by both the national 
and territorial governments for the same act or offense, then 
the passage of the bill under consideration, in any conceivable 
form, would simply be a delusion and a snare, superogatory 
and presumptuous, and not even excusable as a conciliatory 
measure to appease the demands of: factional demagoguery. 

A further consideration presents itself, and one to which 
we attached due weight in our deliberations, to-wit: Admitting, 
for the sake of argument—-which we do for that purpose only 
—that this is a rightful subject of Territorial legislation, that 
the bill is not unconstitutional in principle, in spirit or in prac- 
tice, still we are confronted with the grave and serious ques- 
tions which legislative bodies cannot rightfully ignore: Is it 
just? Is itwise? Is it humane and expedient? . If it is not 
unconstitutional ih its operations, it must be because under it-the 
citizen cannot be twice tried for the same offense. If he is amen- 
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able only to one law or the other, and can only be punished by . 
the government first acquiring jurisdiction of the offense,what 
would be the effect if the Territory should -first obtain jurisdic- 
tion of the offender and try him for a Violation of the law? 
Would the United States be ousted of its jurisdiction, and 
could the offender in the United States court plead in bar the 
acquittal or conviction in the Territorial court? To the last 
question there can be but one answer. Every man of ordinary 
intelligence will answer emphatically, no. There is no escape 
from the dilemma presented. ‘The citizen is liable to be twice 
tried and twice punished for a single offense. This attempt 
has heretofore been made in: another form: uder the existing 
laws of the United States prohibiting these offenses. The 
Supreme Court of this nation unanimously repudiated the 
attempt, and relegated the Territorial courts to a jurisdiction 
within the limits of the Constitution. In view of these prin- 
ciples, and in view of the hardship, injustice and oppression 
that might and would be entailed upon the people of Utah, 
should this bill become a law, we sincerely recommend its rejec- 
tion, and recommend in lieu thereof the accompanying resolu- 
tion as the sense of the Assembly upon the question involved.

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I suggest the amendment to Section one for this reason: 
The act as submitted to me provides that the school shall be 
held on the same day as the municipal elections. This will 
make no difference to voters in the school districts embraced 
within the corporate limits of cities and towns, but it would to 
the large number who live in school districts lying outside. It 
seems to me it would be better for them to hold their school 
elections on the same day as the general election. 


I am unwilling to approve section three for these reasons: 
In the cities of Salt Lake, Provo, Kaysville and Richmond, all 
the arrangements have been made for holding the biennial 
municipal elections; the voters have been registered; ,the elec- 
tion notices posted; the judges of election appointed, and the 
expense incident to such elections incurred. Candidates have 
been nominated by the different political parties, and the elec- 


. tion is but ten days distant. The approval of this section on 


the eve of election would be a denial of the right of the citi- 
zens to elect their officers. ‘The reasons which have been given 
in support of such legislation seem to me to be purely partizan. 
I do not believe the public interests will be served by such ac- 
tion. On the contrary, in one of the cities named, if ‘I accept 
the public and official declarations made by those who urge 
this legislation, the administration of public affairs has been 
unworthy of public confidence. 

Tt has been repeatedly claimed the people were only wait- 
ing for an opportunity to vote a change, and yet I am asked to 
approve a law continuing in office the administration so bitterly 
denounced, for the period of nearly eleven months. 

My strongest reason for refusal rests on the fact that the 
time having atrived for holding the elections, and the terms of 
the officers having expired, the people have a right to say who 
shall succeed them. SRE 

. I suggest the amendment to section four for the reason 
that the bill now pending before the Legislature providing 4 
form of government for metropolitan cities, contains ‘election 
provisions in conflict with the act herewith returned. If the 
bill should become a law the amendment would harmonize the 
two measures, and if it does not, no harm would follow from 
its adoption. l 

If the act be amended as I have suggested, it will provide 
for one election in each year in cities and towns, and one every

The majority of the Committee on Memorials, to whom 
was referred C. J. M. No. 2, having reported the same back 
and recommend its passage, and the minority. being. unable to 
concur in said report, or give assent to the statements contain- 
ed in the memorial, respectfully submit the following minority 
report: 
While Congress under the Constitution of the United 


States has the sole power to legislate for the government of 


the Territories, yet at an early day it adopted the policy of 
governing the Territories in all matters of local policy through 
the agency of the people inhabiting the Territories. 

Itwas intended and expected that each Territory in ac- 
cordance with the true intent and spirit of the agency delegat- 
ed to it, would pass and faithfully execute such laws as experi- 
ence has pointed out, as being essential to the proper regula- 
tion and government of American communities, and to the 
laying of the foundation of a new State on the American plan, 
with’ institutions in harmony with the other States of the 
Union. i 

The-Territory of Utah was given substantially the same 
organic act under which other Territories have founded new 
and prosperous States, but in Utah the agency granted to the 
Territory by the organic act, under the domination of the 
Mormon Church was used, not to lay the foundation of a new 
State on the American plan but to establish a system which 
as Mr. Tucker in his report on the Edmunds Tucker Bill ex- 
pressed it “is directly antagonistic to all ideas of European 
and American civilization,” and which as further expressed by 


~ 
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Mr. Tucker “presents the alternative of admitting a poly- 
gamous State into the Union, or one from which polygamy was 
excluded as a Territory, but may be restored by the new State 
after admission.” , , 

Congress first expressed the sense of the nation against 
this abuse of Territorial agency by the passage of the act of 
1862 against polygamy. This law for many years remained a 
dead letter on the statute books, because under the laws passed 
by the Legislature, the selecting of the grand and petit jury 
was in the hands of Territorial officers, who yielded allegience 
to the church and were subservient to its will. Congress was 
therefore forced to resort to additional legislation and it passed. 
the Poland Bill in 1874. The provisions of this bill took from 
these faithless Territorial officers all their power and establish- 
ed the present jury system of which the memorial complains. 

The law of 1862, after the passage of the Poland Bill, still - 
remained unexecuted, because under the law of 1862 the gist 
of the crime of polygamy was the solemnization of the mar- 
riage ceremony, and as all polygamous marriages were per- 
formed within the secret precincts of the Endowmeht House, 
and those present were sworn under severe penalties to reveal 
nothing that therein transpired. Congress was again forced to 
_ resort to legislation to prevent the execution of this law from 
being defeated. The Edmunds law of 1882 was accordingly . 
passed. Its provisions are also complained of in the memorial.” 

Notwithstanding the passage of these laws, still the oppo- 
sition to their execution was continued, and Congress was again 
forced to resort to still more rigid measures. In 1887 the 
Edmunds-Tucker law was passed. From the foregoing state- 
ment it will be seen that Congress was forced’ to pass the fore-. , 
going measures by the unjustifiable contumacy of a church the 
membership of which embraces a majority of the inhabitants 
of the Territory. This memorial aims at the repeal of these ~ 
measures and asks, for the passage of a law by Congress which 
will place in the hands of this contumacious majority powers 
far greater than any which has ever been extended to those 
Territories which at all times were true in the execution of their 
agency. ‘The admission of the Territory into the Union is also 
asked for. The granting of this request would place the 
powers of the State in the hands of a church whose history and 
whose tenets make it both probable and possible, that sur- 
rounded by the safeguards which a State under our system 
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would afford, the priesthood would tevive the suspended reve- 
lation of polygamy. 

In determining the propriety of repealing the existing 
laws of Congress by the passage of either the Teller or Faulk- 
ner bill, what has been and is still being accomplished under 
these measures, should be carefully considered. 

Immediately following the passage of the Edmunds-Tucker 
bill, there came a boom unprecedented in the history of the 
Territory. Salt Lake and Ogden, the now leading towns of 
the Territory, have more than doubled their population. The 
former has grown into a magnificent metropolitan city; a school 
system which before was disgraceful has given away to one 
which would do credit to any community; the imcommodious 


` and poorly ventilated school house has been replaced by one of 


modern architecture, roomy, convenient, well lighted and prop- 
erly ventilated. 

Large amounts of capital hava been invested and is still 
seeking investments. The industries and business of the’Ter- 
ritory were never in a more prosperous and healthy condition. 
The present advancement which is being made is as great as 
the most sanguine could expect, and nearly the entire Gentile 
population are satisfied with the present prosperity of the Ter- 
ritory, and the promise of continued advancement. They do 
not feel that Utah has yet been “lifted from her humiliation 
-and disgrace,” but that she is being gradually lifted to the ex- 
alted position she would have occupied, had she not been-re- 
tarded by the opposition which forced Congress to enact and 
enforce the laws which have produced and still are producing 
such magie changes. In the opinion of the minority, the com- 
mercial and business interest of the whole Territory; the in- 
terests of both the Gentile and Mormon inhabitants alike de- 
mand that the Territory be left alone, so far as congressional 
legislation is concerned, and let the forces which are actively 
at work solve the Utah problem. If left alone, the desired end 
will be reached sooner, but the passage of either of the bills 
mentioned in the memorial will be detr imental; will complicate 
the affairs of the Territory and prolong the time of final set- 
tlement of the Utah problem. ‘In the opinion of a minority of 
your committee it would be dangerous and disastrous to admit 
the Territory before the Constitution of the United States is 
amended so as to prohibit polygamy, and give to Congress 
jurisdiction to pass laws for its enforcement, and until after the 
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lapse of sufficient time in which to test the sincerity of the new 
departure, and until the Gentile population shall have become 
strong enough to protect themselves and American institutions 
in the-new State. -The charges made in the memorial against 
. the Utah Commission are false. However, such charges are 
not a matter of surprise, because from the early infancy of the 
Territory up to the present time, few of any federal officers of 
the Territory who have been faithful and vigilant.im the exe- 
cution of federal laws, have escaped vituperation and slander.

Sir;—I return herewith unapproved, C. F..No. 19, entitled 
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An Act amending Section 1755, of the e Laws, 1888, 
relating to the power of the City Council. 

Under the present law city councils are authorized to 
grant permission to railroads or tramways to lay tracks in any 
street, alley, or public place, for twenty years, but no longer. 
The proposed law provides that such permission may be granted 
for fifty years. 

T am told that one of the benefits sought to be obtained 
by this act is to better enable street railroad companies to nego- 
tiate long term bonds. This is a private advantage which 
should not be opposed, if it can be pitooted without detriment 
to the public interests. 

Our cities have a public interest in thie which should not 
be overlooked. 

It may be just to give a franchise for a short term on 
quite easy terms, but from the growth of cities, and the changes 
in the circumstances of both parties, the terms suitable for a 
franchise now may be wholly unsuitable at the end of twenty 
years. What those changed conditions may be, cannot be fore- 
told fifty years in advance, and it seems to me it would be bet- 
ter to leave to the city the right to determine the question at 
the end of twenty years, rather than to fix conditions for 
it fifty years in advance of the expiration of the franchise. I 
do not think the act should be approved in its present .form. 
It occurs to me that the benefit sought by the companies, and 
the interests of the public, could be subserved by permitting a 
franchise for fifty years, with the right reservéd to cities to 
annex new and further conditions at the end of twenty years, 
and at the end of each ten years thereafter, until the expira- 
tion of the franchise.

Sir:—This Act, C. F. No. 47, reached me on the 10th day 
of February. By its terms it expires on the 9th day of 
March, and if it had been immediately approved, it could have 
been in force only, twenty-eight days. This shows that the 
present law, in the opinion of the Legislature, needs no 
amendment, except to meet the exigency of the case stated. 
The purpose of the law is to prevent cities of the second class 
that hold elections on March 7, 1892, and have omitted to 


r 
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revise their registration by wards, to revise their list prior to 
the day of election? If all must take notice of the laws of 
Utah, it is known there is only 6ne city which has an 
election on that day or to which the law can apply, and the 
force of the law ceases so soon that there is no reason to think 
it possible it can ever apply to another city, or to any class of 
cities. If the only objection to this act was that it is special 
and prohibited legislation, it would be difficult to meet the 
objection.

Sir:—I return for amendment C. F. No. 39, entitled, An 
Act providing for the assessment and collection of taxes in in- 
corporated cities. 

I believe it to be the desire of the Legislature to place 
the duty on the county assessor of assessing the taxable 
property within the county, and thus relieve the people of the 
burden of supporting unnecessary or superfluous offices. 

The act I return is limited by its terms to incorporated 
cities only, though there are towns in the Territory incorpo- 
rated under special and general laws. 

The first sections of the act apply to all incorporated 
cities, but a proviso inserted in Section 5 limits them so far as 
they relate to the collection of taes to first-class cities, and 
there is only one in the Territory, Sections 6 and 7 relate to 
the boards of equalization, and, I think, provide that city 
boards may revise the assessments made by the county assessor 
for Territorial purposes. Section 12 abolishes the offices of 
city treasurer and collector.

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 


Executive Office, 
Salt Lake City, Utah, 
March 8, 1892. 
Sir: E 
~  Treturn C. J. M. No. 2 without my approval. TI infer 
from the tone of some portions of it that my approval was not 
expected. I concur in many facts set out in the memorial; in 
the statements as to the prosperity, productions, population, 
wealth and prospective wealth of the Territory; that new con- 
ditions have honestly come; that the future is secure and retro- 
gression is impossiblé. As-early as October, 1890, in a sup- 
plemental report, unpublished, I substantially recognized the 
sincerity of the people and the honesty of the new conditions 
then approaching, and I have_never retracted the opinion. 
Perhaps some who approve this memorial were more tardy in ° 
their recognition, or at least later in expressing it. Yet I can- 
not think-the memorial is happily conceived or that it will 
serve any useful purpose or be of any benefit to the people of 
the Territory of Utah, to whom, in some respects, it does scanty 
justice. It states some things and implies others which are a 
full justification of the course of the government in the past, 
and some facts which seem at variance with the impatient as- 
sertions made, and put the people in the false position of de- 
nouncing all the past, instead of looking solely to the present 
and future. 
Any lengthy statement of my reasons for withholding ap- 
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proval is not necessary, because the time is approaching, per- 
haps is near, when discussions of past differences will be use- 
less and all can unite in looking to the future. 

The memorial shows the great prosperity of Utah, but it 
fails to show how this was reached under the dire oppression 
of federal control so vividly set forth. The prosperity is a 
fact, and that fact may induce a belief abroad that there may 
be some imagination in the conception of the oppression. The 
memorial states that ‘ Utah, in the feelings of her people, has 
been lifted from her humiliation and disgrace.” In justice to 
the people of Utah it should be stated that their own good 
sense lifted them from what is harshly called “humiliation and 
disgrace,” yet we cannot forget that what the memorial calls 
the “distant appointing power” made laws and appointed 
officers to exercise an influence which called the attention of 
the people to the fact that they needed lifting, and that it was 
under those laws and officers that the people reached the pros- 
perity and the new conditions set forth, and the memorial is 
unjust to the people in assuming they desire to absolutely con- 
demn all the measures and ageucies of the past. 

The memorial says concerning Utah: “In the midst of a 
wonderful material progress, her people have recently turned 
their attention to thé study of questions of government and 
legitimate politics, and in espousing the cause of one or the 
other of the political parties.” This statement does not do 
full justice to the people, and they are better acquainted with 
matters of government and politics than it implies, but with 
such a statement made it would not be strange if this ‘distant 
appointing power” might think it well to await until a few 
elementary lessons were taken in those subjects, before con- 
demning all the measures of the past and demanding possession 
of the future. 

The people of Utah who do not hold or want office might 
well inquire whether this memorial is the statement of friends, 
and whether, so soon after the arrival of the new conditions, 
they should be put into the position of denouncing all the 
measures which have aided them to attain the new conditions, 
and of finding fault because legislation does not keep pace 
with their own changes of opinion. The length of time during 
which the contest, was in progress in Utah is well known. It 
covers more years than the number of months which have 
elapsed since the new conditions were inaugurated. Men can-

not always change their opinions instantly, and governmental 
changes necessarily come slowly. While I believe the new 
conditions have honestly come, and that the people of Utah are 
more worthy than the implications of the memorial represent, 
still I am unwilling, nor do I think it right, to utterly condemn 
all the men and measures of the past, or to put the people in 
the attitude of impatient fault-finders. I am willing to give 
those who are not so well convinced of the new conditions a 
little time to adopt new opinions. A little patience is not un- 
becoming to a people who are prosperous, in view of the past 
history of the Territory. If delay is necessary, it will enable 
them to get better fitted in the new conditions, and to better 
decide what they want next, and also to convince the people of 
the United States of the honesty of the new conditions. This 
“distant appointing power” represents more than sixty millions 
of people, with whom the people of Utah must be affiliated in 
governmental affairs, and it is worth a little patience and delay - 
to convince them, so they may stand ready to cheerfully wel- 
come the people of Utah to the equal and honorable alliance 
which statehood implies, without looking backward with a fear 
lest some slip may occur in the lifting process which “the 
memorial mentions. Personally I have no such fear, yet I 
cannot join in unjust condemnation of those who have. It 
will, in the end, be more just and grateful to the people of 
Utah to be called and welcomed to the association of States, 
than to be received on probation and with a partial confidence 
grudgingly given. I believe that in due time this will come, 
and in the meantime I consider the Faulkner bill objectionable 
in every way. It is not known the people want it, and no 
provision is made for submitting-it to their vote. It is believed 
by many of them to be the work of scheming men, whose 
motives are suspected. It puts on the people the expense of, 
statehood without‘ representation, withholds from the people 
the confidence of a nation, and brands them with the suspicion 
of disloyalty. It crystallizes into legislation the hesitation of 
the people of the nation to repose confidence in the new con- 
ditions, and this legislation cannot be changed as speedily as 
the opinions of the people of the nation will change when they 
are convinced of the sincerity of the people of Utah in the 
new departure. 

I have no objection to statehood, when the question is 
presented in the usual way, and in the meantime I do not urge 
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statehood until such time as the nation can give full confidence 
to the people of Utah. If thatis to-morrow, let itbe so. But 
if the nation asks delay until it can attain the necessary feeling 
of confidence in Utah, I am content to wait, and in the mean- 
time to rely on the justice and beneficient intentions of the 
people and Government of the United States toward Utah and 
her people.

If any owner shall pay to his 
contractor more than seventy-five (75) per cent of the value of 
the work done and material furnished during the progress of 
the work and before its completion according to the contract 
for the whole, any lien established as herein provided against 
the owner, shall be good against the property, for any excess 
of the payments so made, at the time said notice is given to 
“him, if a notice be given, otherwise from the time said state- 
ment for a lien is filed as herein provided. 

“In case ‘such notice is given, or said statement is filed, the 
owner may withhold from his contractor the amount specified in 
the notice, or in the statement for the lien, and ten per cent in 
addition thereto, until the contractor furnishes the owner evi- 
dence of satisfaction or discharge of all such claim or claims, 
and until such evidence is furnished to the owner no suit shall 
be brought or maintained against the owner by the contractor, 
or an assignee of the contractor notwithstanding the money 
may be due to the contractor by the terms of the contract.” 

If the above amendments are not accepted, then I recom-

Hon. W. H. King, President of the Council, Salt Lake City, 
Utah: - ; 


Sir:—TI return for amendment C. F. No. 25, entitled “An - 
Act providing for the government of metropolitan cities.” 

The act is a very long one, comprising more than ninety 
printed pages. It reached me at so late a day in the session as 
to practically prevent that careful consideration which so im- 
portant a measure should have. 

The ‘majority of the amendments are in the line of 
economy. J have recommended: that the provisions of the act 
creating a fire and police board be stricken out. I do not 
think the City of Salt Lake has reached such a development as 
to justify such a board, with a president at a salary not exceed- 
ing $2,500 per annum, and two assistants with salaries not 
exceeding $1,200 per annum, and a secretary, and all the 
paraphernalia of a department. JI think the mayor and city 
council can perform these duties with benefit to the city. 

The provisions of the act which require that all the 
expenditures of the Board of Public Works shall be “under the 
absolute, exclusive and complete control of the board,” seem to 
me to be unwise, and I have, therefore, recommended that all 
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expenditures be subject to the supervision of the mayor and 
city council. s 
I recommend the following changes: 


ARTICLE IT.

Sir: 

I return, unapproved, C. F. No. 5, entitled An Act to pro- 
vide for the organization, government and control of Building 
and Loan and Savings Associations, both domestic and foreign, 
doing business in the Territory of Utah, and other Territories, 
States and nations. 

This is an act to provide for the organization and business 
of foreign and domestic loan and savings associations. It con- 
tains 33 sections, and not only is intended to provide for the 
organization of the companies, and the securities they shall 
give, but provides for the details of conducting the business, 
and requires all such companies now organized under other 

- laws, to conduct their business, after ninety days, under these 
laws. The act is imperfect in its provision for organization, 
seems to be more in the interest of foreign than of domestic 
corporations, and for the latter the law now existing seems suf- 
ficient and better, and I do not know that existing companies 
desire to be put under the provisions of this act. A law pro- 
viding for the organization of the companies and for deposit- 
ing their securities, and omitting to prescribe the method of 
conducting the business, would be much better, and would not 
put on legislators the burden of passing upon all the details of 
conducting the business, and it would leave different companies 
some discretion as to the manner of their business, and not 
confine all to the same details without reference to their cir- 
cumstanCes. 
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This law requires no capital. Five ‘persons whe can pay 
for a certificate can’ become a loan and savings company. 
There are expressions referring to the annual meeting, but 
no meeting of any kind is provided for, and it is not even 

rovided a stockholder may vote, unless by. implication, 

Ahd there is no tenure, of office prescribed for officers, except 
to hold until successors are elected and qualified, and it is pro- 
vided directors shall not be removed without the consent of à 
thajority of the holders of the stock in force. The ‘Act in itè 
Torig business details has evidently ‘been copied from the laws 
‘of ‘some other State, but there is an omission of the éssential 
organizing and governing provisions; that is, it contains what 
could be better omitted, and omits what is necessary. Unless 
the five corporators elect themselves directors, and then as dir- 
ectors elect other officers, there is no way of getting officers 
provided. As no meeting or voting or tenure of office is pro- 
vided, they are then in, if in at all, perpetually. 

The provisions for security are not satisfactory. Deben- 
tures may be issued without limit, and the only security is the 
excess of mortgages deposited over $50,000, and no ratio be- 
tween the debentures and the securities is provided. Foreign 
corporations may do business in the..Territory on much easier 
terms than domestic corporations. They are only required to 
file a certificate that each has $50,000 in mortgages deposited 
in same other State or country, and they can aet here, unless 
' some other State imposes some other conditions on foreign 
corporations, and if so the like conditions may be imposed here. 
Of course that deposit in, another State is to secure share- 
holders and creditors there, but on that any amount of business 
can be done here, while domestic a have to deposit 
all their mortgages.. 

The long details of the business mechanism in the bill 
only, cover over substantial defects. I believe that the present 
law governing building and loan aséociations cén be amendé 
to accomplish the purpose of the act.

Sir—I return without approval H. F. No. 25, An Act to 
amend certain sections of the revenue laws. The act provides 
that preliminary to a sale of property for delinquent taxes 
a notice must be posted “on each tract so delinquent.” In the 
County of Salt Lake there are over two hundred and fifty sub- 
divisions outside of the limits of Salt Lake City. They 
stretch across the valley from the city limits to the shores 
of thé Lake, and some are found on the mountain sides. I 
am ia ormed that these subdivisions contain over 60,000 lots. 
To enable the collector to place a notice on the “delinquent 
tract,” he would have to take with him a surveyor, and if the 
delinquent list should be large, he could not perform his 
duties within the statutary period. 

If the bill should be amended in this respect I will 
approve it.

Dear Sir—TI return without my approval H. F. 43, entitled 
“An Act for the protection of discharged employees.” This 
act is intended to prevent what is known as black-listing, 
and if it only prohibited willful attempts to prevent a 
discharged employe from obtaining employment, or false state- 
ments of the causes for discharge, or posting lists of discharged 
employes to prevent their employment, it might serve some 
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useful purpose. As it stands it is impracticable and unjust. 


The act applies only to corporations, though corporations are. 


not the only employers. 

Section 1 prohibits any corporation or its agent from 
giving any reason for discharging employes unless in writing, 
and to oné proposing to.employ him, and requires a copy to 
be 1urnished to the employe within ten days affer demand to 
the address named. If the reason for discharge is not in 
writing, or to a proposed employer, it would be deeméd an 
attempt to prevent employment, however truthful it might be, 
' and ifa copy is not given in writing, no reason, not even the 
truth, can be given. This would require a record of the dis- 
charge of all employes, and a returned copy of the reasons for 
the discharge from which another copy could be made, or else 
the corporation and its agents must say nothing. 

Section 2 permits the discharged employe to apply for the 
reasons of his discharge, and unless the same-are given. within 
ten days, no reasons can after be given to any person. 

Section 3 requires any person who has received any 
reasons for the discharge, by word or sion, to give a copy, and 
Section 4 ends the series by requiring an employer who has 
discharged an employe in one branch or division of its service 
to permit him to be employed in another division without 
pratest. 

Under such an act corporations and their agents would 
be prohibited from :exercising the liberty and freedom of 
speech guarantèed to all, and those truthful and confidential 
communications between friends and acquaintances which are 
necessary in all the. relations of society, are restrained and 
madè unlawful. To justify the truth it must be in writing 
and retaimed copies kept, and though the employer may prefer 
to say nothing it must give a reason in writing on demand, or 
forever keep silence. If the employer dismisses an employe 
from one division of its service, even for known dishonesty, or 
for carelessness or incompetency, involving the lives of others, 
it must not prevent his re-employment in another branch of 
its business. There are laws against slander. and libel, and 
the law should permit an employer to engage and discharge 
men whenever his interests demand it. Honest, capable 
employes do not need protection to the extent contemplated by 
the act, even if a law which makes the truth culpable, or which 
requires it to be in writing, could be enforced. 
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I see many reasons for not approving the act, and none for 
approving it as it stands.

Sir:—I return herewith House File No. 65, entitled An 
Act to amend Section 2264, of the Compiled Laws of Utah, 
1888, befouling waters. 

It is hardly necessary for me to refer to the importance 
of the industry which the act affects. Its value and benefit 
to the Territory rre well recognized. .I consider the act far 
too reaching in its provisions. It is impossible to estimate 
the extent of the injury it would inflict upon sheep owners, if 
it became a law. 
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I suggest that it be amended to‘read as follows: 

4. To dip or wash sheep in any stream, or to construct or 
maintain or use any pool or.dipping vat for dipping or washing 
sheep in such close proximity to any stream used by the inhab- 
- itants of any city, town or village, for domestic purposes, as to 
make the waters thereof impure or unwholesome; or to con- 
struct or maintain any corral, yard or vat to be used for the 
purpose of shearing or dipping sheep within five miles of any 
city, town or village, where the refuse or filth from said corral 
or yard would naturally find its way into any stream of water 
used by the inhabitants of any city, village or town for domes- 
tic purposes.

y objection to this act is that by the provisions. of. 
Séction 1, it attempts to regulate the business of private cor- 
porations ‘and prevent them from making such contracts with 
employes as they choose, and in this it goes beyond the scope 
and. probably beyond. the power af legislation. I am.told the 
facts are that the screened coal is the only product of, the mines 
of any considerable value. The screenings, when they can be 
sold, bring about. 50 cents per ton, and part is not sold an@®has 
to be handled as waste. That a good miner, by his care and 
skill, and, using as little powder as possible, saves far more 
merchantable coal and makes less screenings, and earns more 
wages even from a less gross product, than the bad miner. If’, | 
this is true, and [see no reason to doubt it, the effect of this act 
would, he to reduce the good and bad miners to the same level. 
Neither would haye any interest in getting out mefchantable. 
coal, but. would probably work to get out the largest amount, 
even if most of it was unmerchantable. The company would. 
pay no more for mining than it does now, and no law can com- 
pel it ta.de so, but- it would'pay each miner the average pro 
rata of what the screened coal produced by all came to, and its 
coal would probably be wasted, and.gaod and bad miners would

MESSAGES FROM THE GOVERNOR. 


Executive Office, 
Salt Lake City, .Utah, 
March 10, 1892. 


Hon. W. H. Seegmiller, Speaker of. the House of Repre- 
sentatives, Salt Lake City, Utah: 

Sir—I have received H. F. No. 184, entitled, An Act 
making appropriations for general purposes. 

I notice an unusual provision affixed to the appropriation 
for an addition to the Agricultural College. It is provided 
that the money shall be expended under the direction of three 
persons named. 

It is usual when some public work is undertaken, and 
when there are no properly appointed and qualified officers to 
do the work, to name the agents of the state in the creative 
act. 

But in the case of the Agricultural College, there was no 
such necessity or excuse. 

I have received from the Chief Clerk of the Council an 
official notification of the confirmation, without one dissenting 
vote from the majority ‘party, of the persons who were nomina- 
ted to be trustees of the Agricultural College, irrespective of 
‘party or creed. They are men of experience, character, and 
capacity. It has been the uniform practice of the Legislature 
to entrust the expenditure of the money appropriated to the 
use of the public institutions to the supervision of the boards, 
in control of their affairs. For the first time in our history an 
exception is made, the time-honored custom is departed from, 
and an unmerited slight placed upon honorable men. The — 
motives which have prompted this unjust action: are wholly 
partisan. If this action was embodied in a measure by itself, 
T should treat it as it deserved, but it is included in the bill 
which makes appropriations for the use of the public institu- 
tions, and for other public purposes.

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I am, therefore, constrained to waive my objections to the 
public interest, which interests must not be sacrificed on the 
altar of party or personal hate.
